As a gen- 
eral thing we may say that abject poverty is no 
ye necessary than vice is. <A_ perfectly pure 
state of society, however, might be compatible 
with reverses of fortune, and of course with a 
state of dependence,

The meeting was made up for the most part of | 
tha poor, Some who spoke like experienced 
Christians could neither read nor write. Not a| 
few among those, whose anxious countenances | 
indicated the interest they felt, were of the long-) 
neglected, abused, and down-trodden descend-} 
ants of Ham. About forty of them have formed 
& Washingtonian Society, among themselves. | 
A mecting was held the other evening, at the} 
same school house, in which the interest was 80 | 
deep that they did not break up till one o'clock, 


Two or three reflections suggested themselves 
to me, after leaving the meeting, which I have 
thus briefly described. Ist. The adaptedness of 
the infinite and deep truths of religion, to the 
most unlettered p and the feeblest intellects. 
Some, who were obliged to confess that they 
could neither read nor write, had unquestionably 
more valuable knowledge than a Hume, a Vol- 
taire or a Gibbon—these latter were confessedly 
ignorant on the supreme points. 

2d. The proof furnished of the identity of true 
religion in every age. All private differences 
were forgotten, private injuries forgiven, family 
broils put out of the way, and neighborhood diffi- 
culties adjusted and settled. Is there any dif 
ference between a religion which can effect this, 
and that which eighteen hundred years ago, was 
announced as breathing “ peace on earth and good 
will to men.” 

3d. The scene above described scts the tem- 
perance movement in an interesting point of 
view. I heard a sermon, yesterday, on the latter 
day glory, in which allusion was made to Ezekiel’s 
river. But there was one thing that the speaker 
did not refer to, viz. the “fishers” which are to 
“stand up,” in the last days, from “ Engedi to 
Eneglaim.” It appears that they would fish in the 
Dead Sea. And who does not see evidence, in 
the scores of inebriates, rising up from the mire, 
emerging by thousands from the black and sullen 
waters of intemperance, and taking their place 
in the church of the living God, evidence I say, 
that the Gospel net is beginning to sweep the 
very pool of Asphaltides, 

4th. A brighter day is dawning for poor Africa. 
Her sons are breaking off the chains of their 





moral bondage, asserting the dignity of their 
nature, giving the lie to those who have aspersed 
them, and taking their stand among their fellow 
ciuzens. May God speed them, and prosper eve- 
ry benevolent attempt to disfranchise and elevate 
a race so long neglected and abused. ALrua.

honor, zeal, in short, for all His attributes, which | 
is zeal for God; this wasthe zeal of Christ, and 
being according to Knowledge, it led to efforts 
both for those who were his disciples and for} 
those who were not, and in eract proportion to) 
their subservience to the honor of the blessed God. | 
4. Christ did not. attempt to bring his disciples} 
instantly into a state of supreme anxiety for the 
conversion of their impenitent countrymen. 5. 
Christ did begin with abundantly instructing 
those disciples in the first principles of his doc- 
trine. 6. Christ reserved such portions of his 
doctrine as were more difficult for future expla-

7. From the 


ciples, it is obvious that He intended to lay a broad 
which these disciples might 
build, and add to their faith virtue and knowl- 
edge. &. He sent the Holy Spirit for the express 


which he began; “Ile shall teach you all things, 
and bring all things to your remembrance, what- 
soever I have said unto you. He will guide you 
into all truth.” 

From these facts we deduce several references. 
1. We ought in imitation of Christ to be full of 
zeal for God's honor. % In our efforts for the 
honor of God we ought to lay broad and deep 
foundations. 3%. From Christ’s dealings with his 
early disciples we ought to infer that education 
in Christian Knowledge is progressive with us 





also. 4. We do not honor the Holy Spirit, and 
we cannot bear much frvit, if we fail to make the 
Holy Spirit our guide into all truth. 

Patient reflection upon these facts and inferen- 
ces will unquestionably conduct you to the con- 
clusion that your first duty, is not, to produce, if 
you could, that transient excitement which is pro- 
duced in many churches from time to time, dur- 
ing the continuance of which the only subject of 
conversation is the conversion of sinners; and 
upon the subsidence of which Christians straight- 
way fall back upon their former lukewarm and 
indifferent state towards God and man. 

It is your first duty as one who would seek the 
honor and glory of God, to strive first of all to 
present yourself a living sacrifice to Him; to fur- 
nish a living temple for Him in your own soul, 
and as far as in you lies to induce ali others to 
furnish the like temple and sacrifice. 

Reader, if you are a diligent Christian student, 
take courage, though you may seem to yourself to 
move but slowly. Little by little, yet surely and 
steadily, under the direction of the Lord of the 
ter ole you are erecting a stately edifice wherein 
He loves to dwell, although it be at present in- 
complete. No lumbering rubbish is allowed to 
litter the area, and impede the progress of the 
work. Every stone is a hewn stone, well wrought, 
well laid, and able to bear its superstructure. Ev- 
ery stone, like a key stone, strengthens every 
other. 

If it be interesting to the devotee of any sci- 
ence successfully to prosecute his researches, and 
continually to augment his treasures of knowl- 
edge ; if it be interesting to the man of genius, of 
enterprise, of aptitude, to plan a splendid edifice, 
material or intellectual, heedfully to watch its

THE DYING NEGRO, 

Mr. Eprron,—You requested, some time ago, 
the ministers employed on domestic missions, to 
treasure up such incidents occurring in their re- 
spective fields of labor as would be interesting 
and profitable, and send them to you, for publica- 
tion inthe Advocate. If the following should be 
considered of sufficient interest to meet the pub- 
lic eve, you can give it a place in your columns. 
On Sunday morning, the —— day of November, 
| went as usual to the mission, in order to attend 
to the labors and services of the day. It was a | 
beautiful autumnal day. Nature lay in repose ; 
and its peaceful calm was in blessed unison with 
the hallowed feelings of the heart; it seemed 
a fit symbol of the bright and blessed Sabbath of 
eternity. At nine o'clock, (A. M.,) I catechised a | 
class of children. After this work was over, one | 
of the leaders requested me to call and see one of | 
his members who was lying extremely il], and not | 
likely to recover.

master Jesus is with me all the day long, and I 
feel him in my heart.” “ Do you think the Lord 
has forgiven you all your sins?” “ Yes, mossa, 
the Lord loves me, and | love him.” “ Are you 
afraid to die =” “ Ono, my dear minister ; I been 
try to serve the Lord eber since I been young 
man, and I know master Jesus will be with me 
in the dark hour.”

During prayer, the old man would fre- 
quently respond “ Amen,” and the expression was 
not, as it too often is, an empty sound, It told 
with solemn emphasis upon the feelings of all 
present. Atthe close of the prayer, he turned 
back into bed, clasped his hands, and with stream- 
ing eyes, turned heavenward, exclaimed, “ Glory ! 
glory! glory !” I gave him a word of exhortation, 
bade him farewell, and left for my appointment. 
He took hold of my hand with both of his, and 
said, “good by, my dear preacher: if we never 
meet again in this world, I hope we shall meet in 
heaven.” In this calm and peaceful state of mind 
he remained until the next ‘Thursday, when his 
happy spirit rose, as we trust, from the lowly cir- 
cumstances of its earthly sojourn, to the paradise 
of God. 

Here we have an example of the efficacy of the 
religion of Jesus Christ as it is taught in the New 
Testament, to operate in circumstances the most 
forbidding. Here the simple preaching of the 
Word of Truth is seen to have reached the con- 
science, and quickened and purified the affections 
of a rice-field slave; raising him to that loftiest 
elevation for man—the elevation of a devout and 
truly religious spirit. The superstitions of his 
caste in society are chased away by “the know]l- 
edge of salvation through the remission of sins ;” 
the fountains of purity and peace are opened in 
his soul ; the fear of death is destroyed ; the hope 
of glory lights up with its radiance the valley of 
dissolution; and we watch the flight of the soul, 
as it shakes off its mortal garments, and spreads 
out its wide wings, and hastens upward to its na- 
tive clime in heaven! 

O! let the black man of our rice fields and cot- 
ton plantations have the Gospel. Church of 
Christ, hold not back the prayers and charities 
necessary to send the missionary to these outcast 
ones, who now, like the “ lost Pleiades,” wander 
in darkness, but may be yet recovered, and at last 
shine as stars in the firmament of immortality.

like :nyself, asked Mr. Paine if ever he was in 
Scotland? The answer was, ‘Yes.’ 

“*So have I been, continued the speaker, 
*and the Scotch are the greatest bigots with the 
Bible | ever met—it is their school-book—their 
houses and their churches are furnished with Bi- 
bles, and if they travel but a few miles from home, 
their Bible is always their companion; yet,’ con- 














tinued the speaker. ‘in no country where | have | 


travelled, have I seen the people so comfortable 
and happy; their poor are not in such abject pov- 
erty as | have seen in other countries ; by their 
bigoted custom of going to church on Sundays, 
they save the wages which they earn through the 
week, which in other countries that I have visited, 


is generally spent by mechanics, and other young } 


men, in taverns and frolics on Sundays ; and of all 
the foreigners who land on our shores, none are 
so much sought after for servants, and to fill places 
where trust 1s reposed, as the Scotch; you rarely 
find them in taverns, the watch-house, alins-house 
bridewell, or state prison. Now,’ said he, ‘ if the 
Bible is so bad a book, those who use it most 


would be the worst of peopie—but the reverse is | 


the case. 


“ This was a sort of an argument Paine was not | 
prepared to answer, and a historical fact which ; 


could not be denied—so without saying a word, 


he lifted a candle from the table, and walked up | 
stairs, his disciples slipped out one by one, and | 


left the speaker and myself to enjoy the scene.” 
The perusal of that statement reminded me of a 

circumstance that occurred in February, 1505. 
Having an engagement with a gentleman, Mr. 

T., who at that time resided in Maiden Lane—

pied with urgent duties, he asked me if I would 
like to have an interview with Thomas Paine, 
who had called upon him on business, but whom 
he had just before requested to take a seat in the 

arlor behind the store, until he was disengaged. 

gladiy accepted Mr. 'T’s proposition, being anx- 
ious to see a man, respecting whom there were so 
many opinions. At that period, he appeared dec- 
orus in his manners and neat in his exterior. Af- 
ter the introduction and considerable intercourse 
respecting secular affairs, he noticed some remark 
that I made, in this form: 

“From your conversation, think you are a 
believer in Christianity ; I am surprised that any 
sensible person can receive the Bible as authen- 
tic. 

I replied—* And I am astonished that you, who 
seem to understand political science well, and 
the nature of moral evidence, should profess not 
to believe in the divine inspiration of the Scrip- 
tures.” 

That opened a wide discussion for some time. 
At length, perceiving that he was profoundly ig- 
norant of almost every topic connected with The- 
ology, Biblical Archeology, and Ecclesiastical 
History, f added,—* No subject requires such a 
Vast acquaintance with languages, ancient and 
modern, and with the revolutions of empires, as 
the accurate comprehension of the Bible. You 
profess to know your own native tongue only, 
with a sufficiency of French for the purposes of 
social intercourse. How manifestly absurd, 
therefore, was it in you to pretend to write upon 
a topic of which, by your own confession, you 
knew nothing; and which perfect incompetency, 
your * Age of Reason’ undeniably exlubits and 
proves, 

During a protracted conversation upon that 
point, Paine gave me an explanation of the cir- 
cumstances combined with the origin of his im- 
pious ravings against Christianity, to this effect,— 
“ During the supremacy of the atheistical bandit- 
ti in France, and while he was in the prison, antic- 
ipating every time the door of his dungeon open- 
ed that he should be led forth to the guillotine to 
be murdered ; he conceived that he should propi- 
tiate the Intidels then in power, by writing a work 
ridiculing that Christiamty which they had at- 
tempted to ‘crush.’ With great difficulty, he ob- 
tained a mutilated copy of the Scriptures, and se- 
lected those fucts which were most easily trans- 
formed into burlesque, or which seemed most 
above ordinary belief, and concocted them into 
his two blasphemous works, called the ‘ Age of 
He stated also that for a long time be- 
fore, from his boyhood and afterwards, he had 
never looked into the Bible. The result of his 
first publication was favorable to himself, for it 
probably saved his life, and enabled him in some 
measure to regain his position in French society, 
and the property which had been contiscated by 
his atheistical compeers.” 

My reply was very concise, and probably un- 
courteous—for I told him in substance, that lis 
candid acknowledgement contirmed my previous 
opinion, and would now render it like the laws of 
the Medes and Persians, unalterable—that inti- 
delity was the offspring of Ignorance and De- 
pray ity. 

When Mr. 'T. entered the room, Paine candidly 
informed bin what had passed between us, and 
said that his young friend had given him the se- 
verest castigation concerning religious things 
which he had ever received. Mr. ‘T. laughed 
most heartily, and then told Paine that he had 
taken the unexpected opportunity to put us to- 
gether, for the express purpose of opening a de- 
bate between us, and only regretted that he was 
not present to enjoy the colloquy, 

From that day—at least thirty-seven years ago 
—to the present, 1 have invariably dec lared my 
opinion, that all pretended Infidels, like Thomas 
Paine, are altogether and resolutely ignorant of 
every topic connected with the overpowering evi 
dence which can be adduced in support of the 
authorative claims as a divine revelation of the 
glorious Gospel of the ever blessed God.

Preaching and Visiting —With an uncommon 
degree of bodily weakness for some time subse- 
quent to my sickness, | labored to keep up my 
three appointments on the Sabbath. The at- 
tendance on the means of grace was uniformly 
encouraging, and the congregation unusually 
solemn, and generally aflected to tears. ‘This 
encouraging state of feeling continued in the 
church and congregation unul about the first of 
October, when | resolved on visiting every family 
connected with my charge for the purpose of 
holding religious and personal conversation, with 
both parents and children, This resolution has 
been carried into effect in three of our school 
districts. ‘These visits have invariably been in- 
structive, solemn and encouraging. Another part 
of my resolution was to preach every evening in 
the school house of the district, where I was 
visiting. This has been done in the firet school 
district; IT spent five weeks visiting every day, 
when able, and preaching every evening :—in 
another four weeks; and in a third, where I am 
now laboring, two, ‘Two weeks have also been 
spent preparatory to our communion, When my 
Jabors in the third school district, which | am 
now visiting, shal! be closed, a little more than 
one half of my charge will have been visited. 
The good resulting from these efforts to my own 
soul is inexpressible, and the results to others, the 
day of judgment will fully disclose. Even here 
we are permitted to witness some of them. 

Results of the effort.—God has owned our efforts 
to call home many a wandering prodigal to the 
embrace of his paternal arms. A_ backsliding 
church has once more been roused to repentance 
and Christian action, Family altars, long since 
in ruins, have been rebuilt, and are now faithfully 
attended to morning and evening. On the part 
of many parents, confessions to the pledges of 
their love and the souls of their charge, suificient 
to break a heart of stone, have been repeatedly 
made, These confessions, accompanied by the 
prayer of faith and vigorous etlorts for the salva- 
tion of households, have been owned by God as 
the fire and hammer to break the stony heart. 
The blessed Comforter has come as Christ has 
promised; yes, he has come in the church in 
mighty power. His work has been to humble our 
pride, increase our faith and love, and bind up the 
broken in heart. In this church he has comforted 
all who mourn in Zion. 

Nor have the blessed results of this effort been 
confined to the members of the church. The at- 
tention of sinners, even hardened sinners many of 
them past the meridian of life, covered over with 
gray paire, has been arrested. Convictions have 
been deep. Never did the law of God, in the 
hands of the Holy Spirit, appear more glorious 
than in this work.

The people 
crowd in, and crowd in, and still crowd in, until 
they can find no place to stand, and then look in 
with wishful and tearful eyes, as they leave the 
door to seek some other place. Said God, “1 
will pour you out a blessing that there shall not 
be room to contain it.” Here we have just such 
a blessing—to God be the glory! To you, to 
your Society, and to the friends of Home Mis- 
sions, we send our thanks for the aid you have 
afforded us. We were “hungry and you gave 
us meat—thirsty and you gave us drink ”—may 
God bless you, while we thank you, thank you, 
THANK You !—Home Missionary.

Hon. B. W. Leigh late a senator of the Un'ted 
States, said: “1 shall never wish that I had been 
born out of Virginia, but L wish that Providence 
had spared my country this moral and political 
evil. Itis supposed that our slave-labor enables 
us to live in luxury and ease without industry, 
without care. The evil of slavery is greater to the 
master than to the slaves. He is bound to provide 
for them, to care for them, to labor for them. ‘The 
relation imposes on the master a heavy and painful 
responsibility.” 

President Monroe remarked, ‘The question to 
be decided by us is, whether the emancipation of 
the slaves is practicable or not. Should the de- 
cision be that it is practicable; if the wisdom 
of Virginia should decide that it is practicable, and 
invite the aid of the General Government, then it 
should be afforded at the instance of Virginia, and 
not at that of the United States, as the latter had 
no authority in the matter.” 

Mr. William Naylor of Hampshire, said, “ with 
all her natural advantages, Virginia is retrograding 
from her rank, and other States, without half of 
her advantages, ure going far ahead of her. Her 
population in the eastern section is stationary, her 
fields are deserted, and her improvements aban- 
doned. LT could weep over her desolations, for I 
love Virginia.”
